"yes, we have no bananas" is a song whose lilting notes were good to 
dance by, twenty-three years ago. Savants have proved since that the song 
is asinine and in a class with "I faw down and go boom," and I have no doubt 
they are right. I shall not quarrel with them. However, now that bananas 
are no longer obtainable except by stealth, and then only with the conniv- 
ance of the proprietor of one's food emporium, I would like to suggest that 
the ditty referred to is really symbolic, not of a Southern republic, but of 
a state of mind, a state of mind which blandly ignores the actual issue. 

At this point I am going to illustrate my premise by switching to fuel oil 
and my ration board. What have bananas to do with fuel oil, you will ask? 
I will tell you. 


When the applications for fuel oil went on sale, so to speak, I was 
lucky enough to get one and that same night I crawled over furniture, knock- 
ing objects d'art this way and that, barking my shins and enriching the lan- 
guage while ascertaining the metes and bounds of my humble dwelling. The 
application went in and was duly buried at the bottom of an avalanche of 
Similar ones. Week after week passed with no coupons. Telephoning was no 
longer recognized as a means of communication - not even a "Wha'ja want"?

My letter was never answered until six weeks after its receipt and 
long after I had finally secured the precious coupons, almost at the point 
of a gun, as has been related. The reply was very polite. I was advised 
that my recent appeal for additional fuel rations had been rejected; se 


sorry, please. Yes they had no bananas.
